After à journey of five weeks he reached 
New York city, where he hus since resided. Dur- 
ing his travelg he kept à journal of his experiences 
in the. form of correspondence with lis wife. 
These writings alone make sixteen (bousand seven 
hund#éd pages of commercial побеге, 777 
To show that no person should be discouraged 
in seeking development. in medituuship, because 
of the delay which may be experienced in reach- 
ing a definite result, it is well to note the following 
facts, At the first sitting in a spiritual circle, Dr. 
Mansfield) was ‘told, through another medium: 
"Bit, ong, hour in fifty-four consecutive days and 
you will become a writing medium." With this 
Instruction he complied, and ‘on ‘the fifty-second 
day his hand was mechanically moved to write. 
From such a beginning as that, Dr. Mansfield has 
been instrumental in throwing more light on the 
subjects connected with spirit-life, than all the 
theologians of Christendom combined have done 
in the past two thousand years.
